In the month of April the trial of Sekou 
Odinga, New Afrikan Prisoner of War, Bilal 
Sunni Ali, New Afrikan and revolutionary 
musician, Cecilio Ferguson, New Afrikan and 
supporter of the Black liberation struggle, 
Edward Jamal Josephs, New Afrikan and sup- 
porter of the Black liberation struggle, 
Iliana Robinson, and'Silvia Baraldini, mem- 
ber of May 19th Communist Organization will 
begin. All comrades are charged with break- 
ing the Racketeering statute of the federal 
code except for Iliana. In addition, Sekou, 
Bilal, Cecilio and Jamal are charged with 3 
counts of bank robbery. This trial repre- 
sents the first actual prosecution, enacted 
by the Justice Department, directed by the 
FBI Terrorist Task Force, to implement the 
new strategy of the government to attack 
revolutionary movements and organizations. 

Judge William Webster, head of the FBI, 
testified on June 24, 1982, in front of the 
Senate Subcommittee on Security and Terror- 
ism. He said, "I bejiev= ‘that our ee is a 
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security investigations today are best un- 
derstood if they are viewed as' another form 
of criminal intelligence. They entail not 
only determining who committed specific 
acts, but als how those individuals relate 
to others similarly motivated, how they are 
financed and supported logistically, and 
who their leadership is. In this respect, 
the Terrorist groups functioning today are 
no different from other criminal enterpris- 
es, except that their motivations may be po- 
litical rather than financial.  They.should 
be pursued as organized criminal enterpris- 
es and the FBI should undertake to gather 
both criminal intelligence and evidence for 
the prosecution. This would allow us to 
cross organizational lines in our investi- 
gation without regard to what particular 
group or element of the group might call 
itself." By using the RICO Act, passed in 
1970 as part of the Organized Crime Bill, 
against the New Afrikan Independence move-

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EDITORIAL 


REPRESSION BREEDS RESISTANCE 


The U.S. government is attempting to 
carry out a carefully orchestrated counter- 
insurgency offensive to crush. political 
dissent. This is happening in a period 
wher! U.S. imperialism is facing deepening 
crisis,and instability, and anticipates 
growing resistance within its borders, most 
particularly from colonized people. On 
March 7, Attorney General William French 


Smith announced new FBI guidelines for the 


scope of domestic security and terrorism in- 
vestigations. He stated, "It is equally 
clear that our citizens are no less threat- 
ened by groups which engage in criminal vio- 
lence for political or racist purposes, 
then by those which operate lawlessly for 
financial gain. Thus, we must ensure that 
the criminal intelligence. resources which 
have been brought to bear so effectively 
in organized crime and racketeering inves- 
tigations are effectively employed in do- 
mestic security/terrorism cases." The ter- 
rorism that the FBI is protecting "our cit- 
izens" from is clearly not, for example, 
the terror of the Klan. The FBI has been 
exposed numerous times covertly backing 
and building the Klan for counterinsurgen- 
cy purposes. Rather, what French Smith 
calls "terrorism" is the development of the 
capacity of colonized people within U.S. 
borders to build national liberation move- 
ments with growing armed clandestine capa- 
bilities. What the government fears most is 
the growth of the struggles for independence 


and socialism for Puerto Rico, independence. 


and socialism for New Afrika, socialist re- 
unification of occupied Mexico (the U.S. 
southwest),and sovereignty for Native Amer- 
ican nations. What is at stake in the long 
run is the U.S.empire itself. Included in 
their definition of "terrorism" is the de- 
velopment of any movement among white North 
Americans that identifies the interests of 


the white working class in fighting white 


‘supremacy, and with the liberation of op- 
pressed nations, the defeat of imperialism 
and the building of socialism. 

. The announcement of the new guidelines 
‘is part of a campaign to win the hearts and 
minds of people to support overt political 
repression. The relaxation of guidelines 
for "investigation" is in reality building 
.open support for the terror of the politi- 
ical- police. As is clear from the pages of 


‘this newsletter, "investigation" by the FBI | 


means the torture/interrogation of captured 
freedom fighters, the raids on houses and 
institutions by the Joint Terrorist Task 
Force and grand jury witchhunts. The guide-

.lines unmask the strategy of the Justice 


Department to outlaw any advocacy for so- 
cial change and the attempt to streamline 
the use of the courts and the legal system 
to jail political activists. 

The U.S. is deadly serious in crushing 
political dissent, and the challenge to the 
North American revolutionary movement is to 
massify resistance based in revolutionary 
principles. To meet this challenge, May 
19th Communist Organization looked at the 
actual development of the struggle over the 
past year and a half since the Coalition 
to Defend the October 20th Freedom Fighters 
was formed, and the political struggles en- 
gendered by these developments, and felt 
that the form of a defense coalition was 
too confining. For example, the October 
20th attempted expropriation and the ensu- 
ing struggle to büild support for the cap- 
tured combatants could not be isolated as 
either a solitary event or in support of 
individuals. October 20th had to be put 
into the context óf the development of the 
New Afrikan Independence Movement, and in 
particular the development of armed clan- 
destine formations. The: series of recent 
armed actions from the FALN, the United 
Freedom Front, and the Revolutionary Fight- 
ing Group, underscore the necessity of the 
movement to ideologically and in practice 
address the question of armed struggle. 

In addition, since October 20th, govern- 
ment repression has clearly rot been limit- 
ed nor defined by this action or its after- 
math. The new FBI guidelines were devised 
after the government reviewed the past 7 
years of operation under the old guidelines. 
In other words, COINTELPRO, the govern- 
ment's secret counterinsurgency program dur- 
ing this time period was being reevaluated, 
The government had to face the reality that 
since 1976, the liberation movements and 
white anti-imperialist movement had not 
been wiped out, but had advanced and were 
stronger and more consolidated. The cur- 
rent repression is the tip of the iceberg 
of a much more fully developed counterin- 
surgency strategy, which needs analysis, 
exposure and concrete programs to fight it. 

Finally, the past period has produced in- 
valuable lessons in how to build a public 
revolutionary movement. For example, the 


stance of non-collaboration is more clearly 


understood as an offensive weapon to render 
gounterinsurgency tools like the grand jury, 
incapable of search and destroy offensives 
against revolutionary movements and their 
supporters. .

| "INTRODUCTION" 


BE Brown has cemented his collabora- 
tion with u.s. imperialism by volunteering 
He is 
a traitor to the New Afrikan Independence 
Movement and must be treated as such. His 
turning traitor results from a process that 
must be understood and analyzed. 

The purpose of this paper is to analyze 
and draw lessons fram the way that state 
moved against S.B., his response to that, 
the practice of the movement, and to do 
self-criticism related to this process. The 
analysis of Sol opened up discussion about 
the entire situation: why have there been 
numerous traitors, what were the political 
errors and weaknesses which have resulted 


in the political and military defeat itself 


and which are seen in various political 
difficulties of the past year. 


THE FACTS AS WE KNOW THEM 


Samuel Brown (SB) was captured after the 
attempted expropriation of a Brinks truck on 
October 20, 1981 by the RATF. As soon as he 
was captured, he was separated out and given 
different treatment from the white combat- 
ants. He was systematically beaten by police 
and by guards at Rockland Country Jail, 
which resulted in a broken neck. 

His response to the beatings according to 
SB himself (in moments of lucidity) was to 
become overcome with fear and terror, plead- 
ing with the pigs to stop beating him and 
proclaiming his innocence. This, of course, 
had the effect of encouraging the state to 
continue to beat and attack him, because he 
revealed his vulnerabilities. He responded 
to their threats. For example, he allowed 


the guards to intimidate him from coming . 


up to his first legal meeting. 

From October 21, it was clear that hc 
was incoherent and terrorized. When law- 
yers raised his conditions in court on Octo- 
ber 23, the pig judge refused to acknowledge

signed statements. Though he may not have 
wanted to hurt others, he was unwilling to 
defy the pigs and he agreed to cooperate. 


He thought he could "get over", answer their 


questions harmlessly. His overriding con- 
cern was for his own survival. He was ter- 
He was 
cynical and alienated from his comrades, 
blaming others for his predicament and be- 
lieving the pigs when they told him that he 
was alone and abandoned. The FBI understood 
his weaknesses and played on them, using a 
combination of physical threats, promises, 
lies and psychological warfare. They inter- 
viewed him something like nine different 


„times and there is overwhelming evidence 
that he gave information that led to others . 


being captured and arrested, as well as 
stating lies that the pigs could use against 
others. What they got included a 13-page 
signed Confession that named numerous other 
people. SB told lawyers that the FBI had 
talked to him and warned that the pigs were 
after several other people. But it was 
months before he told anyone about his sign- 
ed statements. He would never admit that he 
gave information, thus making it impossible 
to sort out what information-true or false- 
the enemy was going on. 

It must be said that, during this period, 
outside forces failed to move decisively. 


Why? The state created obstacles, refusing 


to allow his lawyer, Chokwe Lumumba, to re- 
present SB and stopping others from seeing 
him. But it was an error to not struggle 
harder to overcome these obstacles. It was 
ll weeks before the needed political cam- 
paign was launched. A proposed federal 
suit was never pursued (while another was 
filed solely on behalf of Kathy Boudin). 

There are several reasons why the urgent 
need to move to protect a captured combatant 
was not made top priority. Primarily, there 
was serious misestimation of SB's strengths 
and ability to withstand physical and psy- 
chological pressure. This had to stem from 
an evaluation that was not based on correct 
politics, and that did not take into account 
SB's low level of political consolidation. 
When those with direct contact with SB warn- 
ed that he was psychologically unbalanced, 
and that he was blaming comrades for his 
bust, outside people who knew him argued 
that his craziness was just an act. Not 
only was this response inaccurate but it 
revealed a contempt for politics. How could 


“acting crazy" be seen as appropriate be- 


havior for a —(— | freedom fighter? ~ 

At the same time, competition and indi- 
vidualism among legal support people meant 
that some of these forces put their own con- 
trol above protecting SB. This meant that 
legal moves that could have made a differ- 
ence got delayed and stymied. 

On January 6, SB's painkillers were taken 
away for a night. The next day David Gil- 
bert was moved out from FCI leaving SB more 
isolated. Then he gets another visit from 
the FBI. SB's collaboration includes call- 
ing BAAANA while with the FBI, and making 
provocateurish and incriminating statements 
that aid the enemy's larger plans of attack. 
Finally, SB slashes his wrists. What finally 
breaks through the impasse and wins his 
needed surgery is a'political campaign, in- 
cluding a hunger strike by some freedom 
fighters, demanding medical care and an end 
to isolation. 

When he comes to Woodbourne he is a phy- 
sical wreck, weak and emaciated and raving 
out of his mind. He talks out loud for 
hours about how strong and wonderful Amer- 
ikkka is and condemns Black nationalist re- 
sistance. He is terrorized and submissive, 
bowing and scraping to every guard and pri- 
son official. He identifies more with the 
enemy than the movement. He is angry and 
alienated from all comrades. Though there 
are valid criticisms of others, his anger 
is built on self-justification and lies 
that cover over his collaboration and por- 
tray himself as an innocent victim who got 
roped into a situation and was left to 
face the consequences. His dishonesty and 
knowledge of his collaboration made him ` 
fear the movement. The FBI comes again 
and he spends three hours with them. He 
comes back up, tells us the visit happened 
and maintains that he said nothing. When 
we confront the prison officiais concern- 
ing this illegal interrogation, he goes off 
against us. He would rather collaborate 
than face the possible wrath of the enemy. 
He would rather attack us than join the 
struggle against the state. 

In March, the FBI Terrorist Task Force 
raids BAAANA in search of Dr. M. Shakur, 
arrests Chui (Cecil Ferguson) and Jamal, 
and names SB as prime informant. They 
move him to protective custody and bring 
him to the grand jury to openly testify 
against people. SB refuses to do so, con- 


tacts his lawyers and fights to come back 
to Woodbourne prison.

, On February 16, after an 8-day trial. and 
12 hours of deliberation, a federal. grand 
jury found 5 Puerto Rican and Mexicano acti- 
vists guilty of criminal contempt for refu- 
sing to testify before a grand jury invest- 
gating the Puerto Rican Independence Move- 
ment. In what the U.S. government thought 
would be a quick 2-day trial legitimizing 
the government's political & legal attack, 
the Puerto Rican Independence Movement won 
an important victory. While Julio Rosado, 
Maria Cueto, Steven Guerra and Ricardo Ro- 
mero = all leaders of the MLN.- and Andres 
Rqsado - community activist and supporter 


of the MLN - were found guilty, the govern- f 


ment's plan of political repression and 
counter-insurgency was exposed, 

The fundamental purpose of the grand ju- 
ry is to help the U.S. maintain Puerto Rico 
as its colony. In this trial, this was 
deeply exposed through the opening and clo- 
sing statements of Julio Rosado (who acted 
as his own attorney), through the testimony 
of bishops and other officials from the 
` Episcopal Church who support the 5 in their 
stance of non-collaboration, anā through 
the government's own statements. : Through- 
out the trial, the government declared that 
a guilty verdict and the imposition of long 
sentences were necessary to deter other peo- 
ple from refusing to testify and thereby 
disrespecting the U.S. ‘government. 

Instead of isolating public revolutiona- 
ry forces,this trial has brought many parts 
the Puerto. Rican Independence Movement and 
Puerto Rican community struggles into poli- 
tical struggle with one another. It has 
given the MIN, the only national Puerto Ri- 
can and Mexicano. organization, . access to 
whole new avenues of struggle. The media 
is being forced to listen to the Puerto Ri- 
can Independence Movement in a qualitative- 
ly different manner. Julio Rosado appeared 
on Channel 4 in New York City for 1/2 hour, 
and other programs and commentators have ap- 
proached the MLN. - Articles have begun to 
appear that do not accept the governément's 
portrayal of "FALN leaders.on trial",

to determine whether criminal contempt char- 


ges would be brought. The judge went along 
with the government's strategy to deny them 
bail and keep them politically interned by 
continuing the civil contempt until a crim- 
inal trial for contempt could be scheduled 
in 3-6 months. ú l 

That these attacks are part of an over- 
all counterinsurgency plan is made clear 
by the recent disclosure that in 1978, the 


U.S. Department of State and Justice called 
for an international conference of counter- 
insurgency experts in Puerto Rico. Its 
goal was to develop an international stra- 
tegy aimed at separating "guerrillas from 
their mass base." The plan resulting fram 
the conference had 3 parts -- the use of 
the media to build a picture of revolution- 
aries as terrorists, the utilization of le- 
gal structures to jail revolutionaries, and 
the outright assassination of political 
leaders when necessary. Since 1978, 8 in- 
dependentistas have been assassinated, 2 
have been disappeared, and 14 have served 
or are facing long sentences for refusing 
to collaborate with federal grand juries. 
There are important lessons from ‘this 
period for the movement. The FALN attack 


. on New Years Eve against 5 centers of U.S. 


government. repression and the 2020 Plan, 
combined with the struggle in the courts 
by the MLN, challenged the coammonly-held 
belief that democratic rights exist for the 
Puerto Rican nation and exposed U.S. colon- 
ial domination. The. resistance of the Inde- 
pendence Movement opened up new avenues to 
educate, organize and publicize the strug- 
gle for Puerto Rican Independence.

OPENING STATEMENT TO THE COURT 
BY JULIO ROSADO 
A a FEBRUARY 8, 1983 


I will try to make this as brief as pos- 
.Sible. If you are going to render your 
judgement strictly on the question of wheth- 
et we have violated the law, by not testify- 
ihg before a. Grand Jury, I think that is 
: ah open and shut.case because we have ad- 
mitted throughout the whole process, going 
back not to ‘November 17, 1982, but going 
back to November 17, 1981, when the pro- 
ceedings against us began, that we would 
‘not testify before a Grand Jury investi- 
gating — they say bombings, we say inves- 
tigating the activities of our organiza- 
tions in the Puerto Rican Independence Move- 
. ment — and that the question of bombings 
is simply! a rationale that is being given 
in order to justify a much broader inves- 
tigation on the part of the Government. We 
would have been willing to have done with- 
out a jury at all. It certainly would have 
been -- we would have been able to conclude 
this matter much sooner. However, there 
is a purpose for calling this jury together 
and for putting this case before you as a 
trial, and the reason for that is because 
otherwise we could not be sentenced to. more 
than six months in prison. However, at a 
jury trial, according to law, we. can be 
sentenced to any period of a including 
life imprisonment. 


‘Mr. Harmon says "that the case and the 
crime charged in this case is véry simple. 
.We have refused to go before a Grand Jury. 
The manner in which the judge charged you: 
today was designed to try to place the case 
within the narrowest possibility, ,so that 
you would not take into consideration the 
factors that we think you have to take intc 
consideration, which are matters ‘of con- 
science. Why does a person, ‘who Had a fam- 
ily, who has a life to live, prefer to go 
to prison rather than to comply with a gov- 
ernment order to testify? There were in- 
stances in the course of the war in Viet- 
nam in which people preferred to Spend five 
years in prison, rather. than 9o to a war 
that they objected to. ' 

I think there is a similar issue here. 
We prefer to go to. prison : irather than two 


things: 1.) Help the government destroy 
the Puerto Rican Independence Movement, and ` 
2.) become known in the community in which 
we live as snitches, as informers. i 
Someone asked me before,"Well, what is 
wrong with testifying? What if there is 
some information that you may provide, that. 
you may not know you have?" f 
Well, we say that there is a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and this is what 
they are being paid to do, to conduct in-. 
vestigations. There is a police force, a 
police intelligence. There is a Central 
Intelligence Agency.: There are many or- 
ganisms of the state that are charged spec- 
ifically with investigation and they're be- 
ing paid to investigate. But here it is 
calling us to court and asking that we be- 
come voluntary informants to do something 
that they themselves cannot do. The other 
aspect is the aspect of becoming known as 
a snitch, I think most of you are familiar 
with. There is a code in the Puerto Rican 
community. There is a code in all the mi- 
nority communities, all the communities in 
which we live, that says you do not inform 
on your neighbor, whoever that neighbor 
may be. That weighs heaviliy on your con-: 
Science as well, because it is a cultural 
factor in this case. The government has 
tried to create a situation in your mind 
where your purpose is to somehow be over- 
whelmed by these bombs, in which so much e- 
motional distress, personal injury and dam- 
age has been done. I have to be equitable 
about these things -- what about the emo- 
tional distress of the people in El Salva- 
dor today, the personal injuries that are 
being caused to people in Nicaragua because 
the government which.these gentlemen repre- 


“sent is spending millions of dollars in 


arms and mercenaries to raid across the 
frontiers of those countries? What about 
the people who organized and faced the mas- 
sive destruction in Vietnam? 

No one has subpoenaed a general or a 
Pentagon official or a Government of the 
United States to go before a Grand Jury to 
testify as to who were the culprits and the 
intellectual authors of those atrocities. 
So we are not being equitable here, even 
if we speak in an abstract manner about

grand jury, knowing that the penalty for 
it was either civil contempt or criminal 
contempt, because the grand jury itself is 
an attack fundamentally on the. right of 
the Puerto Rican people to fight to win 
their liberation, to defeat colonialism by 
whatever means that takes. 


I was called before this grand jury be- 


cause I support the right of the Puerto: 


Rican nation to win its liberation. "hat's 
the reason I was called, for no other, and 
because the government wishes to attack 
Supporters and tne struggle itself. 


As a member of May 19th Communist Or- 
ganization, I have chosen to express this 
commitment to the Puerto Rican independence 
struggle through building the New Movement 
in Solidarity with the Puerto Rican and Mex- 
ican Revolutions. As a member of the New 
Movement, we build, among North Americans 
and in the heart of the empire that colon- 
izes Puerto Rico, solidarity with the strug- 
gle of the Puerto Rican people to totally 
free their homeland from U.S. colonialism 
and build a new and just society.

The latest morass of "legal" delays and 


maneuvers actually takes coherent shape a- | 


round one basic government strategy: to 
obliterate revolutionary politics; to. ob- 
literate the reality of the just struggle of 
New Afrika for national liberation; and to 
try to discredit and to criminalize Free- 
dom Fighters and the broader resistance. 
Thig is their latest political tactic in 
their ongoing counterinsurgency campaign to 
isolate Freedom Fighters and to destroy the 
national liberation struggle. 

. Thus, despite the fact that state char- 
ges in Rockland well preceded the Federal 
RICO Indictments, the Rockland case has 
once again been postponed while the Feds 
move ahead to try their "conspiracy" case 
in Manhattan. The federal case is sched- 
uled to begin in March; while it is rumored 
that the Rockland case won't begin until 
September. The Feds hope to use the broad- 
ranging conspiracy trial to trot out all 
their snitches and traitors in order to 
paint their picture that the essence of the 
armed resistance is nothing but "drugs, pro- 
stitution and robbery." The government's 


hope is that by the time our state trial 


begins, the clear revolutionary stand we, 
as Freedom Fighters, took last September 
will be long forgotten and overwhelmed by 
all the inuendo and sensationalism about 
crime and corruption. 

To accomplish this political purpose, 
the State will not hesitate to trample on 
all of its most "sacred" bourgeois "legal" 
rights. Thus, for example, we have insis- 
ted on representing ourselves because our 
only participation is to expose the imperi- 
alist court and assert our right and posi- 
tion as captured Freedom Fighters. The 
right to represent ourselves is supposedly 
an “absolute right" according to their con- 
stitution. 
to allow this because he knows our purpose 
is to speak to the true issues of the war 
in Amerika. Again, they claim that "speedy 
trial" is an "absolute legal right". Yet, 
after 16 months of our being held under a- 
trocious conditions, the judge has refused 
to respond to our demand to get this legal 
charade on and over with. 


And yet the judge has refused 
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In another extraordinary maneuver, the 
county attorney prohibited any press from 
interviewing any one of us unless all other 
"defendants" sign waivers of any claim that 
such an interview interfered with a fair 
trial. Since. one of the so-called defen- 
dants is a traitor working for the govern- 
ment, this, in effect, has given the U.S. 
Attorney's Office veto power over our ac- 
cess to the media. This structure, along 
with the denial of our right to represent 
ourselves shows how willing the government 
is to run roughshod over their own "law" 
in order to silence revolutionaries. 


The current excuse for delay is the 
change of venue ( from Rockland to Orange 
County) and "overwhelming security" needs, . 
The 4 Freedom Fighters never asked for a 
change of venue: no Amerikan jurisdiction 
has the right to try us as criminals. "Se- 
curity" is their code name to legitimize 
their attacks on us and has been used to 
whip up hysteria and portray the Freedom 
Fighters as terrorists. 

The recognition of captured New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighters will never be won through 
the imperialist's courts, but will be won 
by the Black Liberation Movement through 
determined struggle on all fronts. The

stand of the New Afrikan Freedom Fighters 
in September was a victory for the New Afri- 
kan Independence Movement. The stand of 
the white anti-imperialist freedom fighters 
contributed clear political terms for the 
anti-imperialist movement. All anti-imper- 
ialists can use the strengths of these 
stands by applying those principles in the 
fight against the political police, the 
RICO Grand Jury and the RICO indictments; 
and by building support for freedom fight- 
ers.

On the afternoon ot -January 3lth, the 
FBI/Joint Terrorist Task Force with over 20 


agents, broke down the door of the Madame 
Binh Graphics Collective in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


"Their excuse for staging this raid was an 


old arrest warrant for a fugitive from the 
Anti-Springbok 5 case. The raid was, in 
fact, their response to the bombing of the 
FBI office in Staten Island a few days be- 


` fore claimed by the Revolutionary Fighting 


Group. Barely l month after the FBI and oth- 
er centers of U.S. government repression 
were bombed by the FALN on New Years Eve, 
the FBI was struck again from clandestinity. 
This raid was an.attempt to destroy the vi- 
tal function of an anti-imperialist propa- 
ganda center which has supported and massi- 
fied the political demands of the national 
liberation movements and the armed clandes- 
tine movements. ' 

After detaining 2 women artists, who re- 
sisted this illegal break-in, under house 
arrest for 3 hours while they surveilled 
the premises, they then arrested them on 
phony charges of "interference with a fed- 
eral officer serving an arrest warrant," in 
order to physically remove them from the 
building. Meanwhile, supporters gathered 
outside. With chants of "Who are the Ter- 
rorists!The FBI! Who are the Murderers!The 
CIA!" and "Terrorist Task Force, you can't 
hide! We charge you with genocide", follow- 
ed by inserting the names of the Special 
Agents conducting the raid like Robert Cor- 
dier and Kenneth Maxwell. The demonstra- 
tors drew the community and press to a 10 
hour protest and exposure of the political 
police at work. This exposure restrained 
the Terrorist Task Force fram destroying 
the valuable photographic equipment and art 
work on the spot, and brought to national 
attention through the live T.V. coverage 
this blatant act of political repression. 

The political police try to carry out 
their terror in secrecy.. Exposing them 
at every turn was very important in inter- 
fering with their strategy. In this act 
of resistance, the public movement was able 
to continue the political offensive that 
was opened up from clandestinity to target 
the agencies of U.S. counterinsurgency.[]

My nàme is Judy Clark and I'm speaki 
to you from Rockland County Jail. I se 
my revolutionary greetings and solidarity. 


I am particularly happy to be sending this 


fessage to a program on Women Freedom Fight- 
ers because there is no topic nearer and 
dearer to my heart. Not only because I my- 
self struggle as a freedom fighter, but be- 
cause every day I draw inspiration and 
leadership from the example of women free- 
dom fighters all around the world and with- 
im the U.S. empire, who have taken up arms 
to defeat our common enemy -- U.S.-led im- 
perialism, to win independence and social- 
ism for their nations. 

: I want to begin by saluting the. recent 
armed actions by the FALN on New Years Eve. 
These brilliantly coordinated attacks struck 
at the heart of the U.S. counterinsurgency 
offensive against the Puerto Rican Indepen- 
dence Movement and its armed clandestine 
forces. It penetrated the state's seeming 
invulnerability, exposing its vulnerabili- 
ty and creating panic, demoralization and 
disorder within their ranks. With these 
actions, the FALN reasserted the fundamen- 
tal principles of their struggle:  Inde- 
pendence and Socialism for Puerto Rico; 


and advanced the demand -- Free All Poli- — 


tical Prisoners and Prisoners of War. 

I also want to salute the bombings of 
a South African purchasing office and the 
offices of IBM by the United Freedom Front 
on December 16. These armed attacks were 
in solidarity with the Azanian and Namibi- 
an people and all African people struggling 
for liberation. They targeted U.S. imper- 


ialism and multi-national corporate inter- 
ests who back and thrive off of continued 
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domination by the racist South African re- 


gine. These actions pose a challenge to 
all progressive people here to support the 
liberation movements in Africa and fight 
U.S. imperialism and the system of white 
supremacy everywhere. 

What do women freedom fighters repre- 
sent? Women freedom fighters have emerged 
by the thousands from the struggles of op- 
pressed peoples around the world, waging 
people's war for national liberation from 
Vietnam to Zimbabwe tó Nicaragua, from Pal- 
estine and South Africa to Puerto Rico and 
New Afrika. They represent the most advanc- 
ed, scientific, and fórward-looking leader- 
ship for oppressed and exploited women and 
people everywhere. They represent the un- 
derstanding that the liberation of women is 
part and parcel of a total revolutionary. 
transformation of society — in the defeat. 
of imperialism; the liberation of oppressed 
nations and the struggle for socialism. 

In the very act of picking up arms and 
fighting fully in their Peoples war, they 
challenge the traditional subservience,iso- 
lation and degradation of women. But be- 
yond that, they represent a concerted ar- 
gument that true liberation is a collec- 
tive process whose goal is not achieved 
through limited reforms or narrow defini- 
tions of political independence — but in 
a fundamental transformation of society, 
won only by waging revolutionary war, in 
which the source and basis of all exploita- 
tion and inequality is eliminated. ‘he 
seeds of what we are fighting for must be 
planted in the process of the struggle it- 
self, in the creation of the new woman, 
the new man, and the new child. 


When Haydee Torres comes into a court- 
room and incapacitates the judge, guards 
and’ whole legal mockery, to seize the mo- 
ment to speak to and for her people -- she 
is not just an individual woman. She rep- 
resents the aspirations of the whole Puerto 
Rican people for liberation and fights for 
the revolutionary strategy to win it. 

When Assata Shakur fights for her liber- 
ation from prison as an integral part of 
forging revolutionary armed clandestine for- 
ces that can build for peoples war, when she 
wins her liberation, in the armed action of 
the Black Liberation Army, she is not just 
an individual woman, but the promise and 
the vision of a liberated New Afrika and 
the destruction of the system of white su- 
premacy. 

When 1000's of Vietnamese women fought 
for years and years against the full force 
of the most powerful enemy of humankind, 
and today, when Palestinian women face an 
enemy willing to murder thousands in one 
day's bombings -- they fight as interna- 
tionalists with a willingness to sacrifice 
everything to empower oppressed and ex- 


ploited :eople everywhere to defeat imper- ' 


jalism. 

"When women freedom fighters in Zimbabwe 
and ‘licaragua celebrated the victory of 
their peoples' wars for liberation, they 
went on to be in the forefront of the next 
and more difficult stage of building so- 
cialism while defending their nations a- 
gainst the ongoing attacks by U.S.-led im- 
perialism. 


To follow this leadership, we must apply | 


these lessons to our situations and tasks 
as white people and women in particular. 
-- That there are no individual solutions 
within this system. There is no way to a- 


chieve liberation within a racist, exploi- 
tative decadent system. 

-- That if we are talking about liberation, 
for the vast majority of working class white 
women, this can only be achieved in the de- 
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struction of imperialism and a proletarian 
revolution. eer I 

-- That revolution does not take place in 
our minds or in a women's commune or com- 
munity, or in building a women's culture. 
Revolution is part of a scientific, Ob- 
jective process that involves the violent 
seizing of state power, the overthrow of ob- 
jective process that involves the violent 
seizing of state power, the overthrow of 
the bourgeois class and the seizing of the 
means of production by the revolutionary 
classes led by an armed vanguard party. It 
is the most protracted and difficult pro- 
cess. = z 

-- That no revolution can be won, no So- 
cialism can be built here in Amerika with- 
out the liberation of the oppressed nations 
held captive within the federal system. 

If we are not organizing for revolution, 
we are not talking about liberation. If we 
are not fighting for the right to self-der- 
termination, of oppressed nations, we are 
not talking about liberation. The over- 
whelming necessity for us today is the forg- 
ing of revolutionary anti-imperialist ideo- 
logy, strategy, practice and organization. 
It is the development of a practice by 
white communists in arms and in clandestin- 
ity, rooted in Marxism-Leninism and. prole- 
tarian internationalism, fighting in soli- 
darity with and under the strategic leader- 
ship of national liberation struggles, to 
lead working class people to struggle a- 
gainst the imperialist enemy. 

Last September, when we went to court 
to begin our trial, two New Afrikans, Se- 
kou Odinga and Kuwesi Balagoon, and two 
North Americans, David Gilbert and myself, 
asserted our positions that we were free- 
dom fighters and that the imperialist court 
has no right to try us as crininals.

Sekou Odinga stated, "I am not an Ameri- 
can citizen. I am a victim of America. I 
am a citizen of the Republic of New Afrika.

.....I do not recognize the right of this 
Court to try me. My only participation in 
these proceedings will be to push for my

States of America in general." 

I spoke and said, "I am a revolutionary 
and a freedom fighter, committed to over- 
turning this system of exploitation, to the 
liberation of the captive Black nation of. 
New Afrika and all oppressed nations and to 
a socialist future." 

In taking these positions, that the fun- 
damental issues of this fight were not our 
guilt or innocence, but the war for the lib- 
eration of New Afrika, we exposed the real 


terrorist as the U.S.government, represent- 


ed by that very court. We denied these pigs 
their opportunity to promote their racist 
law and their imperialist order, emerging 
triumphant in our assertion of revolution- 
ary principles and proletarian internation- 
alism. 

The politics and impact of our stand 
must provide some lessons for people strug- 
gling to respond to the current all-out of- 
fensive by the government against the rev- 


olutionary forces of national liberation | 


movements and their anti-imperialist al- 
In escalating the hunt for clandes- 
tine forces, and attacking and imprisoning 
public revolutionary and progressive forces, 
they seek to isolate and criminalize the 
armed clandestine movements, strike fear 
and cynicism in people, utilize and inten- 
sify white supremacy withi^ our ranks. Our 
greatest weapons in this fight come from 
consolidating and fighting for revolution- 
ary principle and strategy, in upholding 
the right to self-determination of oppres- 
sed nations, and supporting the armed clan- 
destine movements that lead those struggles. 

I want to end by saying a little about. 
my experiences since I was imprisoned. I 
have tried at each point to be uncompro- 
mising and combative in my resistance a- 
gainst the enemy - from resisting our line- 
ups and the taking of my hair and to taking 
a revolutionary stand in court. It has not 
always been easy, We have been heid in

virtual isolation under iidisrdble condi- 
tions for 15 months. 


One of the greatest sources of strength 
for me has come from reading, thinking a- 
bout and drawing inspiration from other wo- 
men freedom fighters. Iranian revolutiona- 
ry, Ashraf Dehgani, the ll Puerto Rican Pris 
soners of War, Nicaraguan women who fought 
as Sandinistas, Irish women politicalpri- 
soners, women in Zimbabwe and in Vietnam. 
It is like they have become some of my clos- 
est friends and comrades; and though we 
have never net, we laugh together, weep to- 
gether and share it all. I believe that 
this camaraderie is not intangible, because 
truly we are one, because we share our most 
basic practice — making revolution against 
imperialism. They have helped me make the 
hardest parts of this, a common and shared 
and enriching experience. In particular, 
they have taught mé how to take the pain of 
being separated from my daughter and trans- 
form it into a love of and commitment to 
all children and a vision and commitment to 
a better future they will enjoy. They, and 
my own experience, has taught me that if we 
arm ourselves with revolutionary strategy 
and ideology and imbue in ourselves a revo- 
lutionary morality, we are capable of great- 
er strength, fortitude and courage than we 
realized was in usi ` 

I take my stand as a freedom fighter, 
reiterate my unwavering commitment to give 
my life and my freedom to wage armed strug- 
gle for the liberation of oppressed nations 
and the defeat of imperialism. I fight to 
establish principles that can empower oth- 
ers — to ecch and all of you — that to- 
day, in Amerika, we need many more white 
revolutionary freedom fighters and commu- 
nists to join our ranks.

| . The Klan march on the state capitol 
was to be a demonstration of white power 
and a show of strength. The Klan came to 
Austin with the message that Black peo- 
ple should go back to Africa, the Mexican 
border should be sealed, and that white 
people should join the Klan and "save our 
land" from Third World people. They came 
to Austin with the threat "Remember Greens- 
boro" and the stated intention to destroy 
revolutionary organizations. 

With the full backing of federal, state, 
and local governments and their combined 
police forces, thirty Klan members began 
their march--laughing, boasting, and taunt- 
ing the crowd. It soon became clear that 
the Klan would never have been able to 
parade through the streets without the pro- 
As the crowd showed its determination to 
stop the Klan, the police clubbed and ar- 
rested demonstrators, : primarily directing 
their attacks at particular individuals who 
they had identified as "leaders and agita- 
tor."

` The use of the Klan as a counterinsur- 
gency force is not a new development. At 


.the end of the Civil War, the Klan was 


formed to ensure that Black people would 
not succeed in winning their struggle for 
land and power. Since then, the Klan has 
existed to terrorize Black people, drive 
them from their land, and to stop all re- 
sistance through violence and force. The 
Klan has historically been used against 
leaders in the Black struggle. This’ was 
true in the days of the Marcus Garvey move- 
ment, when people like Malcolm X's father 


. were murdered by the KKK, and it is true 


today when the names of New Afrikan leaders 
appear on Klan death lists. The primary 
purpose of the Klan has always been to wage 
counterinsurgency warfare against the col- 
onized New Afrikan nation. Today, when rev- 
olutionary movements are developing that 
promise to give direction to spontaneous 
rebellions like those in Miami and Wash- 
ington D.C., the use of the Klan against 
revolutionary forces is increasing. ‘The 
U.S. government fears the development of

the New Afrikan struggle for land, indep- 
endence, and socialism, and fears the de- 
velopment of an armed clandestine movement 
capable of implementing that strategy. The 
Klan is one of the forces that it is using 
to try to destroy this revolutionary strug- 
gle. 

For the last four years, the U.S. gov- 
ernment has escalated its buildup of the 
Klan as a counter-insurgency force in Texas. 
During this same time, high level CIA/FBI 
men hàve moved to Texas. James Adams, for- 
mer $2 man in the FBI, is now head of the 
Texas Department of Public Safety (the state 
police). Charles Beckwith, CIA/Special For- 
ces commander of Delta and Blue Light anti- 
terrorist teams, set up a military train- 
ing school in Austin where he trains special 
forces units and civilians.  Klan leaders 
in Texas have worked closely with the FBI 
and the CIA as they have established à mili- 
tary training camps throughout the state. 
In the camps, the CIA, U.S. military per- 
sonnel, and national guardsmen have trained 
men, women, and children to wage "race war" 
against Black and Mexican people. The Klan 
works with the FBI in Texas as it does nat- 
ionally. The role that the FBI played in 
planning and carrying out the Greensboro 
masacre, which was recently exposed on the 
T.V. program, Front Line, is not an aberra- 
tion, but the rule. Texas Klan leader James 


Stanfield visits the FBI office whenever he ` 


comes to Austin, and Austin area Klansman 
Erroll Banta maintains frequent contact 
with Charles Beckwith, ` FBI director, Al 
Robinson, and special Joint Terrorist Task 
Force agent, Greg Rampton. E 

The consolidation of Klan and other neo- 
fascist organizations that's happening nat- 
ionally is also happening in Texas and in- 
dicate a higher degree of centralization 
and incorporation of the Klan into the state 
apparatus under the direction of the FBI. 
In Texas, most of the Klans have merged 
into the Knights of the White Camelia, a 
member of the National Confederation of 
Klans. James Stanfield has promised that 
the Knights of the White Camelia will be 
the most violent Klan in history. At the 
Austin Klan march, the Knights of the White 
Camelia, who came primarily from the Gulf 


Coast area, were joined by members of Bill 


Wilkenson's Invisible Empire, Knights of

De Kalb, a small town outside Dallas. 

It is particularly strategic for the U.S. 
government to build the Klan in Texas, ‘which 
borders the national territory of New Afrika 
(La., Miss., Ga., S.C., Ala.) and is itself 


part of occupied Mexico. The U.S. cannot 
hire enough FBI agents and police to terr- 
orize and contain the resistance of Black 
and Mexican people in their own territory. 
It must rely on a highly trained civilian 
force. A major reason that the FBI is build- 
ing the Klan in Texas is to stop the growth 
of these struggles. This is particularly 
true now when the New Afrikan struggle is 
advancing and when Mexican revolutionary 
forces are organizing for a strategy of re- 
claiming their stolen land, doing away with 
the illegitimate border, and reuniting with 


. Socialist Mexico. And in Texas today, white 


anti-imperialists are building solidarity 
with these struggles and organizing white 
people to participate in a revolutionary 
struggle against imperialism. 
The Klan itself has been very explicit 
about its purposes. Since it began its Cen- 
tral Texas recruitment drive in Austin last 
summer, it has conducted a major media cam- 
paign and an organizing drive on school cam- 
puses advocating that white people band. to- 
gether to protect their rights. At their 
rallies and cross burnings, they advocate 
"white power", and "race war". Ata rally 
in Bastrop,Tx. on New Afrikan Freedom Fight- 
ers Day, August 21, 1982, the Klan burned 
three crosses that could be seen for miles 
ina deliberate attempt to terrorize. and 
pacify Black and Mexican people in the area. 
The yeàr before, on the eve of June-: 10th 
an elderly Black man had been tortured and 
murdered by the Klan in the same area,. SO 
the cross burning was not an empty threat. 
. At the Bastrop rally, Klan leaders pro- 
claimed their intention to destoy revolut- 
ionary organizations. The Black Liberation 
Army, the Republic of New Afrika, the Black 
Citizens Task Force, the Movimiento ae. Lib- 
eracion Nacional, the Brown Berets, and May 
19th Communist Organization and John Brown 
Anti-Klan Committee, were among the names 
listed on a coffin which said "reserved for 
commies" and contained an HK 9l semi-auto- 
matic weapon. Klan leader Gene Fisher. held

sive designed to isolate and discredit us 
and set us up for attack. Opportunist forc- 
es united with the state's 
spreading lies and rumors, and conducting

letter-writing campàigns designed to pre- 
vent us from participating in the march. 
Even though the efforts to isolate and de- 
stroy us were totally turned around in the 
course of the mobilization, the state is 
now trying to rewrite the history of Feb. 
l9th. Police Chief Frank Dyson has label- 
ed the JBAKC as hoodlums who thrive on the 
promotion of violence and has called for a 
grand jury investigation of the 19th. 4 
people with JBAKC who were arrested on Feb. 
l9th are facing misdemeanor and felony char- 
es. 

i In keeping with its national offensive, 
the Klan has announced that it will march 
in Houston on April 2, in San Antonio on 
May 1, in Dallas in June or July, and in 
Austin again in August. Texas Klansmen 
will be participating in a national KKK 
conference in New Orleans on July 4. Be- 
cause we understand that the purpose of 
this offensive is to build and consolidate 
the Klan as part of an overall counterin- 
surgency strategy, we will be able to ex- 
pose, attack, and disrupt the state's stra- 
tegy. 

BUILDING RESISTANCE 


To build resistance to imperialism and 
all of its counterinsurgency forces, white 
anti-imperialists can draw lessons from 
Feb. 19th. 


-- The struggle to build solidarity with 
the New Afrikan Independence Movement was 
primary in defeating ‘the state's strategy 
in Austin. At the JBAKC national confer- 
ence last July, the New Afrikans made it 
clear that it is a revolutionary task for 
white anti-imperialists to build a fight- 
ing anti-Klan movement in solidarity with 
the New Afrikan struggle. The New Afrikans 
Struggled for the understanding of the Klan 
as a counterinsurgency force of the state 
that will be defeated in a revolutionary 
armed struggle to free the land of New Af- 
rika, that New Afrikan Freedom Fighters are 
building an armed clandestine capability to 
implement this strategy, and that white peo- 
ple can contribute to the success of this 
strategy by actively fighting the Klan and 
white supremacy. It was the struggle to u- 


nite with the strategic leadership of the 
New Afrikan struggle and play a role in a 
revolutionary strategy that was key to over- 
turning the position of letting the state's 
repression define the terms of the struggle 
` and in defeating militaristic, reformist or 


opportunist approaches to the mobilization. 
The leadership of the local Black community 
organizations,the Black Citizens Task Force, 
was of primary importance in helping us to 
determine how we could win a political vic- 
tory in the situation. 

-- This mobilization represented an at- 
tempt to implement the revolutionary prin- 
ciples of fighting the Klan and white su- 
premacy in solidarity with the New Afrikan 
struggle on a broad basis. It was an es- 
calation in the struggle against white su- 
'premacy which had been waged in Austin for 
the last 3 years. As soon as Texas Klan 
leaders hit Austin last July, JBAKC called 
a demonstration against their media appear- 
ance, Since then, 2 other successful dem 
onstrations have been held. Massive poster- 
ing of posters exposing Klansmen has tak- 
en place. Support for New Afrikan Freedom 
Fighters has been built. ; And JBAKC helped 
to build a climate of opposition to the 
Klan march by making it a public issue and 
getting several thousand: signatures on a 
petition initiated by the Black Citizens 
Task Force to STOP THE KLAN FROM MARCHING 
IN AUSTIN. We learned that "fighting the 
Klan" does not mean fighting then only on 
the actual day of confrontation. It means 
attacking the strategy to build the Klan at 
every step of the way. It was because of 
the struggle to apply revolutionary princi- 
ples over a period of months that the ac- 
tual mobilization for the demonstration was 
not only broad, but strong and militant, 
Because of the basis that had been laid o- 
ver a protracted period of time, JBAKC was 
able to play an important role on the day 
of the demonstration in building the resis- 
tance of the crowd and ensuring that DEATH 
TO THE KLAN was the chant of the day rather 
than the impotent, "Hey, hey, ho, ho, Ku

Klux Klan has got to go." : 
— One of the lessons of .the mobilization 
is that the fight against white supremacy 
is central in organizing massive resistance 
among white people. The large numbers of 
white people who came out and demonstrated 
militantly against the Klan were making a 
choice not be be a part of the fascist base 
that imperialism depends on. The fact that 
white people did come out and fight the Klan 
broke down commonly held positions that only 
a few exceptional white people would wage 
this struggle. The mobilization held forth 
the vision that within the next year, the 
Klan offensive will be met by even more 
mass resistance. by white people who will 
join the struggle against the Klan. I 
-- By mobilizing militant resistance a- 
mong white people, JBAKC helped raise the 
level of consciousness among white pecple 
about the nature of imperialism and what 
it will take to defeat this sytem. It help- 
ed create a climate in which the struggle 
of the New Afrikan nation can advance to 
build people's war, end its colonial do- 
mination by the U.S. of which the Klan is 
an integral part, and bring DEATH TO THE 
KLAN in the struggle against imperialism. 
JBAKC also built support for white freedom 
fighters like Judy Clark and David Gilbert, 
who chose the path of armed struggle to de- 
feat imperialism in solidarity with the 
Struggle for land, independence and social- 
ism for New Afrika. In doing so, they help- 
ed create a climate in which the armed clan- 
destine movements can develop, and in which 
greater numbers of white people can be or- 
ganized to unite with a revolutionary strat- 
egy: to ally with the national liberation, 
struggles and to struggle to win the liber- 
ation of oppressed nations and socialism.

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ment, the coverament's aim is to imprison 
freedom fighters who have been captured, to 
create a large conspiracy, where none ex- 
ists, to imprison members of public and 
clandestine organizations, .to criminalize 
in the eyes of the people the movement for 
the liberation of the Black nation and to 
attack white anti-imperialist organizations, 
May l9th Communist Organization in parti- 
cular, because of their public support for 
the right of the Black nation to wage war 
to win independence and socialism. 

For example, in this RICO indictment the 
government tries to turn the 1979 libera- 
tion of New Afrikan Prisoner of War, Assata 
Shakur, on November 2, 1979, by the BIA, 
into a "criminal act" committed by a "crim- 
inal enterprise." They have targeted speci- 
fic forces in the New Afrikan Independence 
Movement and in the white anti-imperialist 
movement who came forward to acclaim this 
revolutionary action. On November 9, 1979, 
Assata's liberation was celebrated at a pub- 
lic forum held by May 19th Communist Organ- 
ization. Representing May 19th on this oc- 
casion, Silvia Baraldini spoke to this vic- 
tory, "The liberation of Assata Shakur by 
the fighting forces of the Black Nation 
marks a qualitative advance in the military 
response to U.S. imperialism's genocide a- 
gainst the Black Nation, it combats the im- 
perialist strategy to contain and destroy 

. the leadership of the Black liberation 
struggle through its counterinsurgency pro- 


gram -- COINTELPRO -- and shows that the 


Black National Lineration struggle is and 
will tear down the concentration camp walls 
that imprison thousands of militant fight- 
ers." The RICO indictment now implicates 
Silvia Baraldini in Assata's escape, as 
part of the government's attempt to crush 
the public white anti-imperialist movement 
actively organizing solidarity with the New 
Afrikan Independence Movement. 

Confronted with the growth of national 
liberation struggles not only internation- 
ally, but within the United States as well, 
the imperialist bourgeoisie has directed 
the fury of its state apparatus toward the 
smashing of these revolutionary movements. 


This is happening at a point in history ` 


when, because of the small numbers of revo- 
lutionaries and concrete conditions within 
each nation, the state hopes to score a 
quick and easy success. 

The state has used the term “criminal 
investiyation" to cover up a counterinsur- 
gency operation against the New Afrikan in- 
dependence movement. Besides the RICO pro- 
secution, two other tools of the govern- 
ment have been directed against it: 


‘bers of FBI and local red squads. 


Joint Terrorist Task Force of the FBI/ 
NYC Police - As part of the reorganization 
of how the FBI will pursue attacks on rev- 
olutionary movements, a national elite po- 
lice force was organized made up of mem- 
The uni- 
fying of forces, that at different points 
in history have moved in an antagonistic 
fashion toward each other, made available 
to imperialism the resources .of the FBI 
with the street knowledge of local lice 
forces. In this case, the Joint Terrorist 
Task Force from New York City acted nation- 
ally. They were part of the raid in Gall- 
man, Mississippi, which was exposed when 
Special Agent Cordier testified at Fulani 
Sunni Ali's arraignment in Mississippi. 


. They were able to call in agents who had 
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previously infiltrated sectors of the WUO 
and through the NYC Police Department had 
access to members of the Major Case Squad 
who had been responsible for the capture of 
B.L.A. members in New York City during the 
early 1970's. In pursuit of their goal of 
destroying armed clandestine forces, in par- 
ticular the BLA, members of the Terrorist 


Task Force concentrated on identifying the 
weak links in and around the BLA to develop | 


a large number of informants and traitors. 
In this case they were successful - Tyrone 
Rison, Solomon Brown, Peter Middleton, Emma 
Rison and Yvonne Thomas -- all in one way 
or another betrayed the struggle for liber- 
ation of the Black nation and became will- 
ing tools of U.S. imperialism. Another key 
task of this elite force has been the "in- 
vestigation" of revolutionary public organ- 
izations. The Joint Terrorist Task Force 


understands that without the work and sup- 


port of those organizations the armed clan- : 


destine movements could be isolated from: 


the masses in this period when they are 
still small. The focus of the attacks have 
been the Provisional Government of the Re- 
public of New Afrika and May 19th Communist 
Organization. 


The Task Force has been very . 


skillful in the use of the media to propo-: 
gate both the existence of a "conspiracy" , 
that includes public and clandestine organ- 


izations and crosses national identifica- 
tions. The media has also been used to por- 
tray revolutionaries as being criminals 
more interested in the procurement of drugs 


than advancing the revolutionary movements. .

cation. This grand jury was impaneied as 
a special grand jury, which means it can 
Sit for up to 36 months. Already, the grand 
jury has been extended past its initial 18 


month period up to October 6, 1983. It's 
this grand jury that handed down the RICO 
indictment. In pursuit -of the “investiga— 
tion" the grand jury has Subpoenaed à num- 
ber of New Afrikan activists and white anti- 
imperialists for both testimony and exem- 
Plars. There are ‘now a total of 8 people 
imprisoned as grand jury resisters at Met- 
ropolitan Correctional Center, NYC(MCC) for 
their refusal to collaborate with the at- 
tack on the New Afrikan Independence Move- 
ment. What has been confirmed by the be- 
havior of this grand jury is that the sole 
purpose of it has become the political in- 
ternment of public activists and revolution- 
aries as punishment for their political sup- 
port of revolutionary movements, in particu- 
lar their defense of armed clandestine or- 
ganizations. No longer is the purpose of 
civil contempt to coerce someone to testify, 
but incarceration is a self-conscious pun- 
ishment for not being "patriotic Americans". 
Part of the problem in fighting this grand 
jury has been lack of agreement on the part 
Of the resisters as to a unified strategy . 
to fight the grand jury and prevent its ex- 
tension. As the trial approaches, it is 
very important to escalate the demand to 
stop the grand jury from the resisters and 
the movement overall so that the government 
is presented with a wall of resistance. 
. On March 24, a hearing began in front of 
Judge Duffy as to the re iability of Solo- 
mon Brown as an informant. The hearing was 
granted after the defense introduced evi- 
dence that Solomon Brown had been beaten 
and had a history of psychotic episodes 
during his imprisonment. The central issue 
was whether the FBI and.the US Attorney's 
Office willfully lied to the judge who sign- 
ed the wiretap orders based on Solomon's 
information when they withheld information 
as to the beatings and his mental history. 
The judge defined the scope of the hearings 
only as to whether the defense could prove 
that the FBI had beaten or directed Solomon 
to be beaten by other law enforcement offi- 
cers. The government allowed only Special 
Agent Cordier and Special Agent Maxwell to 
testify and Solomon Brown to appear briefly 
only to take the Fifth Amendment. A wall 
of lies was put forward whose purpose was 
to portray the FBI as gentlemen concerned 
with Solomon's well-being and the protec- 
tion of his rights. New Afrikan Prisoner. 
of Wat, Sekou Odinga called Freedom Fight-

er David Gilbert, who had been imprisoned 


With Solomon since October 20th, as a wit- 


ness. David's testimony put forward the 
politics of the case, exposed the terror 
directed at Solomon by the FBI, described 
Solomon's psychotic mental state during his 
imprisonment, and identified the weaknesses 
and opportunism in Solomon's politics that 
led to his betrayal of his people. It was 
only David's presence in the courtroom that 
broke through the legalism of the hearing 
and the lies .of the FBI. His political 
clarity and active resistance to the gov- 
ernment's strategy was a leading example of 


the role that white freedom fighters can 
play in solidarity with the New Afrikan In- 


dependence Movement.. ^. 
There are important lessons to be learn- 


ed by the movement from the hearing: 


— Traitors are not manufactured by the po- 
lice. 
or weak ideological development, personal 
corruption and fear of the power of the 


State and its: law enforcement agencies, 


- Prison guards, particularly lieutenants 
in federal prisons are part of the appara~ 


. tus used hy the FBI to identify weak links

. — Réformism and Opportunism: SB did 
not have a correct understanding of the 
“state, both over and underestimating it. 
' He thought he could "get over" and fool 
‘them by. saying "just a little bit." But 
“that only led to their squeezing him more 
and more. This is a common error of peo- 
ple in the movement =- talking to the FBI 
"in the hope that then they will leave you 
. alone,or speaking to a grand jury because 
"you "don't know enough to hurt anyone." 
. This approach always, leads. to disaster. 
The only. way to not collaborate is to not 
collaborate. Noncollaboration is a prin- 
ciple that can not be compromised. 
. lieved the state's lies that he was aban-

ready. He began to identify with them and 
look to them for compassion, to let up on 
. him In his eyes, they became all power-

` waS pro-armed struggle he was not a revo- 
_lutionary. Systematic political -educatior

"^his reformist politics or exposed this es- 
“sential weakness. He responded to the in-

mately work through the system to change 
it.

— Individualism and Dishonesty: When 
taced with the challenge he put his indi- 
vidual needs above the needs of his strug- 

gle and his people. He not only gave ur 
information but he then lied to comrades 
to try to protect himself and his reputa- 
tion. He is more interested in. protecting 
. his reputation than protecting the lives 
of others. He arrogantly rejects efforts 
to have constructive criticisms and strug- 
gle with him. This trait was visible be- 
` fore October 20, but only geared to ag- 
grandise his self-image, but also to leave 
an opening for ‘possible deals with the 
state. I ' 


SB be-: 


Though SP . 
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=., cynicism: His lack of faith in the 
struggle and his comrades meant he believ- 

- ed the FBI's lie that he had been abandoned 
and had only them to look to. He. used his 
anger and alienation against the movement 
as a justification for giving information 
and lies that could hurt others. While he 
would frequently portray himself as the 
most daring soldier of all time, at other 
times he portrayed himself as having been 
tricked into something, blindly and unpre- 
pared. His treachery in the face of the 
nurturing and struggle by comrades is the 
ultimate in the politics of cynicism. 


While political and legal structures made 


‘serious errors, SB is fully responsible for 
his conduct and choices. 


LESSONS I i 

It was a serious and deadly error of 
the RATF that he was involved in clandes- 
tine armed action. More than an incorrect 
specific assessment of SB, this error came 
from a wrong position on the nature of arm- 
ed clandestine organization and the charac- 
ter of those who build it. Such work re- 
quires the highest level of ideological 
clarity, political commitment and revolu- 
tionary moral integrity. The strength of 
a guerrilla unit comes, from its political 
principles and cohesion, its strategic line 
and the quality of its cadre. Specifical- 
ly, with SB, people substituted his wil- 
lingness to “rumble" (fueled in part by 
arrogance and macho) for political depth. 
Serious political education and struggle 
would have brought to the surface his weak- 
nesses to either be transformed or to keep 
him out of the armed work. At an earlier 
‘time, when SB's conduct clearly violated 
revolutionary morality, he disappeared for 
a year to avoid discipline. After that he 
was allowed to drift back into the group- 


ing without any accounting for what hadji 


happened. ‘The example of SB starkly shows 
the results of denying the critical impor- 
tance of ideological, political develop- 
ment and of high standards of revolution- 
ary morality in building political-military 
struggle. : a P: 
Revolutionary fighting inside the mon- 
ster cannot underestimate the state's coun- 
ter-insurgency strategy. Torture is a ser- 
ious fact of life, systematically and in- 
creasingly utilized. Fighters must be pre- 
pared for the possibility and be accounta- 
ble to a code of conduct. We must be ma- 
*érialist in our approach to combatting

toEEUEG: While some people do break, we 
-can strengthen ourselves to combat it suc- 
cessfully. 
Ply a matter of physical pain, but depends 
on combining this with psychological tor- 
‘ture, lies and tricks to intensify our own 
internal weaknesses. Thus our greatest wea- 
pon is not some super-human physical stam- 
ina but rather our political line, ideo- 
Ological clarity and commitment, our love 
for the people and for our comrades , our 
hatred and understanding of the nature of 
the enemy, and our willingness to sacri- 
fice. These qualities must be built thru 
ongoing collective struggle. 

When comrades do break under torture 
there is still a code of ^ conduct to which 
they are responsible. This includes ceas- 
ing all collaboration as soon as the tor- 
ture is over, providing comrades with an 
honest and full accounting. as soon as pos- 
‘sible and struggling to help analyze the 
pigs' methods and how they can be resisted. 
. There was a serious absence of decisive 
counter-attack to stop the torture and get 
medical care for SB. The failure to see 
protecting him as the priority was bad pol- 
itics on the need to defend captured free- 
dom fighters and to protect those still in 
the field. l 

Once it became known that SB had been 
involved in extensive discussion with the 
FBI, some people inside argued to placate 
and uncritically support him as a victim 
of torture, rather than confronting and 
Struggling with him about why he cooperat- 
ed and what he said. This liberal posi- 
tion is based on a narrow, legalistic view 
of the state. The emphasis was to prop SB 
up so that he would not take the stand a- 
gainst others. But it didn't deal: with 
the fact that the state has many uses for 
his information - i.e. to ‘capture others, 
to break down other people, to frame other 
people and to politically use his example 
to attack the movement - and that we were 
unarmed to combat their strategy, lacking 
knowledge of what he'd done with them. Fur- 
thermore, SB could never rectify his er- 
rors as long as he continued living a lie. 
Fundamentally, he belongs to the enemy. 


SELF-CRITICISM 


We are self-critical that it has taken 
us this long to put forward a clear posi- 
tion, to arm others with the lessons. This 
came from incorrect and divided opinions 
within ourselves. We still have some un- 
resolved differences: given the circum-

If it was not 
yet right to label him a traitor, we at 
least had an obligation to let the move- 
ment know the extent of his collaboration 
and to struggle with him move decisively 
to change his practice. By not confront- 
ing SB sooner and in a more determined way- 
despite all his resistance - we could nei- 
ther make a breakthrough (if that was at 
all possible ), nor define the situation 
sharply and quickly for appropriate action. 
As soon as the extent of his collaboration 
became known last spring, we had an obli- 


` gation to put out an analysis to the move- 


ment. Our failure to do so disarmed the 
movement from dealing with the political 
impact of his collaboration. Our practice 
served to perpetuate the false image of 
him as a freedom fighter. This compromis- 
ed the political integrity and meaning of 
and weakened the strug- 
gle for non-collaboration. We ended up 
with a man who turned traitor living in 
our midst without taking an appropriate 
form of struggle and thus set a bad exam 
ple for the movement. — x 

One source of our ongoing liberalism 
was feeling pressure - which SB himself 
skillfully played on - that if we "pushed" 
him too hard he would go over to the pigs 
and turn state's witness. In the absence 
of our taking a defined, principled stand, 
a position held sway that took a narrow, 
legalistic view of the state, emphasizing 
the ephemeral tactical/legal gains of the 
individuals facing trial above the struq- 
gle as a whole. In reality of course, 4s 
long as he continued to live a lie ‘that 
protected and justified his collaboration, . 
he fundamentally belonged to the enemy. 
Our liberalism was a continuation of the 
basic errors behind the setbacks of Octo- 
ber 20th and after: we failed to make the 
highest level of political principles and 
struggle the guide for our practice; we 
failed to set and insist on the highest 
standards of revolutionary morality and 
character. `

COMBAT CHEMICAL WARFARE WITH REVOLUTIONARY 


WAR AND REVOLUTIONARY MORALS 


In the spirit of struggle and accounta- 
bility to the movement and to the people, 
May 19th Communist Organization would like 
to address the serious issue of drugs which 
has been raised in relationship to the RICO 
conspiracy trial. 

The state's ability to make an issue, 
through the media, of the use of drugs, in 


particular cocaine, within the revolution- l 


ary movements or with people . associated 
with them is because the problem existed. 
This internal weakness only fuels the coun- 
terinsurgency offensive of the state which 
is trying to criminalize and discredit the 
entire revolutionary struggle. This must 
be immediately taken on. The existence of 
corruption within the ranks of à struggle 
must be thoroughly exposed, politically an- 
alyzed.ahd rectified by the revolutionary 
forces. We believe that revolutionary move- 
ments have to sharply expose the génocidal 
impact of drugs on their people, and organ- 
ize them to effectively fight this chemical 
warfare as a key part of imperialism's plan. 
Revolutionaries must show that even the 
most profound problems that the people face 
under imperialism can be overcome. The on- 
ly way to do this is to be an example. The 
use of mind-altering or addictive substanc- 
es can not be tolerated within, revolution- 
ary movements. Revolutionaries need to show 
through their, practice, the values of the 
new socialist society being struggled for. 

Our organization would like to raise 
criticisms of our own historical positions 
and practice concerning drugs. For many 
years we upheld a standard of behavior that 
precluded the use of hard drugs, yet toler- 
ated the occasional and non-abusive use of 
alcohol and reefer within our ranks. We 
had not developed a revolutionary position 
that prohibited any use of drugs or alcohol 
until early 1982; nor was this a principle 
that guided our relationships with other 
organizations or individuals. 

We believe we made this error because 
we did not have a revolutionary class stand 


which viewed the issue of drugs from the ^ 


perspective that the white working class, 
as well as oppressed nations, needed to 
fight the drug plague because it is a key 
way that imperialism keeps people subjugat- 
ed, pacified and unable to resist. 
Throughout its history, imperialism has 
used all kinds of drugs and alcohol to sub- 
jugate the people of colonized nations, and 
dampen class contradictions within its own 


` youth of a nation, 


working class. The massive influx of heroin 
into Third World communities in the early 
60's corresponded to imperialism's need to 
crush the growing resistance in these com- 
munities, in particular Black communities, 
to the denial of their human rights. It was 
well documented how the CIA was pivotal in 
the production and transportation of herojn 
during U.S. occupation of S.E. Asia. This 
heroin helped to pacify the alienated U.S. 
troops, being forced to fight an unjust im- 
periatist war, and flooded back into the 
U.S. cities. At this point in history the 
drug trade is bigger than ever, with high- 
er quality drugs on the market than have 
been witnessed in years. This corresponds 
the state's need to crush resistance to the 
current intensifying économic crisis. From 
the vast "illegal" trade of heroin, cocaine, 
marijuana and numerous pills to the "legal" 
trade by the pharmaceutical companies and 
liquor manufacturers of methadone, seda- 
tives, tranquillizers and alcohol, the U.S. 
government protects or promotes it all. 


The scope of this chemical warfare is mas- ` 


sive and devastating. Within the internal 
colonies it is genocidal - destroying the 
distorting social and 
economic relations within communities, and 
by causing infertility and birth defects, 
threatening the future generations. Among 
the white working class, drugs and alcohol 
become the answer to the contradictions and 
and alienation experienced as a result of 
increasing exploitation and increasing de- 
mands to actively participate in growing 
fascism and attacks on colonized people. 

Historically, our political tendency 
grew from the student anti-imperialist move- 
ment and youth  "counter-culture",. This 
movement was full of "alternatives", from 


"alternative" life-styles to institutions. 


In the past we did not understand the petty 
bourgeois nature of this movement which was 
in many ways an "alternative" to revolution. 
It elevated the individual over the collect- 
ive and promoted bourgeois values. As we 


.have struggled to build a revolutionary 
.. anti-imperialist movement since the mid- 


70's, we have had to overturn these values, 


- But we gave too little attention to the 
. question of . revolutionary morals — the: 


process by which one rejects bourgeois 
values and builds new communist ones. This 
revolutionary -challenge is described in the 
following quote from the Argentinian revo-

‘on Revolutionary Morals, "the construction 
of the new morals emerges as a tool just .

The tol- 
erance of the use of alcohol and reefer 
through much of our history was one mani- 
festation of our refusal to take up this 
challenge. 

Imperialism intends for the most alien- 
ated of the oppressed and exploited to be 
won to the option of easing contradictions 
and pain through drug-induced euphoria. It 
also intends for this option to be taken by 
people in the struggle during times of in- 
tensifying repression and confrontation 
with the state. We believe we must provide 
an alternative, and contribute to people's 
will to fight through our practice, our

RICO GRAND JURY

The federal grand jury "investigating" 
the New Afrikan Independence Movement, par- 
ticularly the BLA, and its white anti-imper- 
ialist supporters, has been extended for 6 
months. This extension came despite the 
fact that the grand jury has returned 3 su- 
perceding indictments, the last in November. 

On Nov. 15, 1982, Bilal Sunni-Ali, want- 
ed on federal charges, was captured in the 
Central American nation of Belize. Fulani 
Sunni-Ali, his wife, was also taken into 
custody, returned to the U.S. and immediate~ 
ly subpoenaed... (Ms. Sunni-Ali had been ar- 
rested on Oct. 27, 1981, on phony charges 
arising out of the Brink's expropriation. 
When federal authorities had to drop those 
charges days afterwards, they subpoenaed 
her to the grand jury. Until Bilal's cap- 
ture, she had failed to appear.) Ms. Sunni- 
Ali refused to collaborate and, 9 months 
pregnant, was jailed for contempt. She was 
released in early December on a furlough, 
to end 6 weeks after the birth of her child. 
Sunni-Ali returned to court to argue that 


to separate her from her. newborn daughter 


woull seriously harm her child. Her chal- 
-Jenge lost and she was ordered to return 
to jail on April 18. 

Five of the grand jury resisters filed 
grumbles motions in the past several months, 


— 


arguing that because they would never col- 


laborate, their incarceration was punitive, 
not coercive (to force their cooperation), 
and therefore illegal. Eve Rosahn, Jerry 
Gaines, Asha Sundiata and Shaheem Jabar 


lost their motions; Bernadine Dohrn won her. 


release on Jan. 4. Jaasmyn Fula recently 
received a letter from the U.S. attorney; 
notifying her.that she may be subpoenaed to 
testify at the RICO trial, and threatening 
her with criminal contempt charges if she 
refuses to do so. This is the first time 
that the government has threatened criminal 
charges in relationship to these resisters. 

On Feb. 3, Dr. Richard Delany was jailed 
for refusing to cooperate with the grand 
jury attack. He was originally subpoenaed 


. on March 26, 1982, when the Joint Terrorist 


Task Force raided BAAANA, the acupuncture 
clinic in Harlem, and filled in blank sub- 
poenaes with the. names of everyone there. 
The subpoenas were quashed because of the 


misconduct, but Dr. Delany was resubpoenaed. 


There aré now 7 people jailed for their 
staunch resistance to the grand jury. D

the questioning of the emotional distress 
and the personal injuries and the property 
damage brought about by bombings. I think 
that is an emotional issue that is being 
injected into this case, and I say it is 
an emotional issue injected into this case 
because no one here is eharging that we 
have anything to do with those bombings. 
The Judge charged you this morning and said 
that there is no evidence whatsoever that 
we belong to any of these organizations 
that are charged with bombings and acts of 
violence. The question is whether we have 
testified before the Grand Jury or not. But 
if all that you are to consider is whether

we went before a Grand Jury or did not go. 


before a Grand Jury, then there really isn't 
anything to consider. We did not go before 
a Grand Jury. We said to the Court we did 
not go before the Grand Jury. We would not 


go before the Grand Jury. We have told these . 


gentlemen that we would nót go before a 
Grand Jury. We were already in prison in 
1977 for civil contempt. I spent 9 months 
in prison for refusing to talk to a Grand 
Jury in 1977 investigating supposedly the 
same things. We have consistently demon- 
strated that it is a question of conscience 
as far as we are concerned, so then why em- 
panel a jury, why empanel a jury to deter- 
mine it we 'are guilty of not collaborating 
with the State? : 

It seems like a highly ridiculous thing 
to do, unless the objective of it is to im- 
prison us for a long period of time, more 
than six months, something which they can- 
not do unless you return a verdict of guil- 
ty. The State says that they want to give 
us ten years. We have told the press that, 
they have told people that. 

I said that this case began on November 
17th in 1981. That's the time we origin- 
ally got the subpoenas in this last round. 
And at that time we went before another 
Judge and after the proceedings, the Judge 
found us in effect guilty of civil contempt 
and wanted to sentence us to six months. 

This gentleman here objected. He ob- 
jected to it. He did. not want us to go to 
jail for six months. He argued, it's very 
interesting to have à U.S. Attorney argue 


not to imprison people that the State wants ` 


to imprisen. But he argued against our im 
prisonments on November 17, 1981, and into 
January of 1982. 

And that ended that. 

The subpoenas were continued and then 
the Grand Jury ended. They took the re- 
cords of our refusal to testify before a 
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Grand Jury, before that Grand Jury; went 
to another Grand Jury; on September 22nd, 
asked the Grand Jury to find us in crimin- 
al contempt. The Grand Jury without ever 
having seen us, found us in criminal con- 
tempt and then they proceeded on September ` 
24th to arrest us in the streets, some in 
San Francisco, others in Los Angeles, our- 
selves in New York. 

And then the big splash in the newspa- 
per: "remaining leadership of the FALN ar- 
rested." Remember that this morning the 
Judge pointed out thàt there was no evi- 
dence whatsoever to link us with that par- 
ticular organization.. 

Well, we went to court, following those 
arrests. There were questions that were 
raised about the constitutionality of the 
procedure. That is, of going and grabbing 
people in the streets, throwing them in 
prison and criminal contempt without that 
ever having been taken to the court. 

And the case was thrown out. 

The same day the case was thrown out, 
in fact within minutes of the case against 
us having been dismissed, the government 
had new subpoenas to hand us and they hand- 
ed them to us right ín the courtroom. Sub- 
poenas to appear before a new Grand Jury. 
And this is the Grand Jury, of course, that 
we're talking about, the Grand Jury before 
which we have refused to appear.. In the 
same courtroom, before the same Judge. 

So what I am trying to say to you is 
that we want you to listen not to a ques- 
tion of whether we testified before a Grand 
Jury or not, but to the reasons why, and I 
am not going to do that right now because 
I really don't want to take that time, but 
I am going to do it in a closing statement, 
to give you what I feel is a complete ana- 
lysis of the social and political reasons 
surrounding the struggle of the Puerto Ri- 
can people to achieve their national liber- 
ation, which translates into the question 
of their independence. f 

That may help you do something which no 
one so far has dared to do, and that is, 
to take the question of their conscience, 
their conscience, as a principal reason up- 
on which to make their decisions, because 
if you just do it on the basis of whether 
we did or did not comply with the Judge's . 
order, then you might as well forget about 
the proceedings. We did not and we admit 
that we did not and have never argued that 
we were innocent of that change as narrow- 
ly defined by the Court.

ples and on our commitment to independence, 
independence for Puerto Rico. 

I think it's become clear -- no matter 
what the government says -- what the poli- 


tical motivation behind this grand jury is. 


There is only really one motivation and 
that's the attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to destroy the Puerto Rican move- 
ment. There are very particular reasons 
we believe that this is the intent. 

One is the struggle to maintain power 
over Puerto Rico itself, but I think also 
there is the important leadership role that 
the Puerto Rican people have played, not 
only on the-Island, but inside the borders 
of this country, in giving over all leader- 
ship to our struggle against imperialism. 
And Judge, you made reference to the fact 
that you were the trial judge for William 
Morales, and I think that maybe you learned 
something about what it means to take a 
orincipled position by the example that 
viilliam Morales provided, by the stance 
that he took in your court, by declaring 
himself a Puerto Rican Prisoner of War. 

We also think that it's key to support 
the Puerto Rican independence movement, be- 
cause the victory of Puerto Rico will also 
undermine the over all ability of U.S. im 


- perialism to maintain its control over the 


Caribbean and over Latin America. 

We believe and we want to make it clear 
that the Puerto Rican people, the Puerto 
Rican nation, and the revolutionary move- 


ment has a total right to engage in armed. 


strugale to achieve their political goals, 


-that that is the right of all oppressed 


people. That is the right that was exer- 
cised by the Vietnamese, and that is being 
exercised right now in El Salvador, and it 
is no different for Puerto Rico. 

Clearly, one of the things that has e- 
merged is that there has been the growth 
and development of the ability of the Puer- 
to Rican nation to do this. That growth 
and development is reflected inside the 
U.Si, and one of the things that demon- 
strates this is that the FALN exists and 
is still continuing to act in a political 
fashion to further the demands for Puerto 


Rican independence. 


Because the government is unable to at- 
‘tack organizations such as the FAIN, they 
have now set about to destroy the public 
revolutionary organizations in the Puerto 
Rican movement. In particular, they have 


` targeted the Movimiento de Liberacion Na-  - 
cional. ‘The reason they have targeted the 31 
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MIM is because it is a national organiza- 
tion that has spearheaded a resistance move- 
ment based on that very support of the 
armed struggle and on the demand of inde- 
pendence and socialism for Puerto Rico. 

I think that the attack is now current- 
ly being expressed by the charges of crim- 
inal contempt that the government is giv- 
ing against four leaders of the MLN and'a 
supporter. ‘Those four leaders aré Julio 
Rosado, Maria Cueto, Steven Guerra, Ri- 
cardo Romero, and the supporter, Andres 
Rosado. But also the government is attack- 
ing the solidarity that the Mexican strug- 
gle has built with the Puerto Rican nation. 

We want to make it clear that as Commun- 
ists today, taking the stance of non-colla- 
boration renews our commitment to build a 
solidarity movement in this country, with 
the demand of Puerto Rican independence. 


' Every day we reassert that commitment in 


practice, we take a step towards also stop- 
ping the consolidation of fascism in this 
country. As May l9th, we would like to ex- 
press today our solidarity with the New 
Movement, the organization where in parti- 
cular Shelley has played an active role, 
because they have played a very important 
part in building an awareness, a conscious- 
ness and a commitment amongst white people 
in this country for that demand of inde- 
pendence and socialism for Puerto Rico.

Freedom of the 4, "it is clear that there 
can be no a Struggle without mass strug- 
gle and mass struggle can not develop suc- 
cessfully without armed forces capable of 
retaliating against the repressive macliin- 
ery of the bourgeoise State and ultimately 
destroying their capacity for violence." 
This dynamic applies not only to the nation- 
al liberation movements, but to the devel- 
opment of a viable, revolutionary working 
class movement among North Americans as 
well. 

.Those groups who attack freedom fighters . 
as "terrorists", label ‘armed struggle as 
premature or blame repression on revolu- 
tionary advances, contribute to the state's 
offensive. They help to isolate and crim- 
inalize the development of armed struggle. 
The state hopes to achieve a quick victory 
in crushing clandestine forces while they 
are still small. Any attack by left groups 
on this development is counterrevolutionary. 
If the U.S. succeeds in eliminating revolu- 
tionary leadership and strategy in this per- 
iod, the capacity of colonized people to or- 
ganize to resist intensifying superexploita- 
tion and genocide will be set back indeter- 
rainately. j 

We also disagree with groups that do 
*"anti-repression" work, while refusing to 
concretely support those organizations and 
individuals now under attack because of po- 
litical differences. For example, there 
have been attempts to oppose the grand jury 
without supporting the grand jury resisters 
now being held by the state. In this per- 
iod it is critical to unite to oppose poli- 
tičal internment and Support the right of 
peóple to struggle for social change. 

Counterinsurgency strategies always re- 
ly on successfully eréding revolutionary 
principles and exploiting internal weak- 
nesses of movements and individuals. The 
U.S. government has always relied on the 
dominance of reformism and opportunism with- 
in the white left to prevent any real rev- 
olutionary alliances with national libera- 
tion struggles and seal its own ineffective- 
ness. We look to the example of the North 
American freedom fighters, grand jury re- 
sisters and political prisoners. They have 
refused to be a weak link in the chain of 
resistance being built by the national lib- 
eration movements. As Ulrike Meinhof of 
the West German Red Army Faction wrote, 
"Saying, I do not like this or that, that's 
protest. Seeing to it that what I do not 


like does not happen any more, that's re 39 
sistance." ES n
